REMARKS 

By the present Amendment, this AppUcation is placed in clear condition for immediate 
allowance.

The Examiner requested cancellation of non-elected claims 12 through 28, which have 
been cancelled, preserving Applicants' right to file a Divisional AppUcation with respect to the 
non-elected subject matter.
